TEMPERANCE REFORM IN SWEDEN. 

Mr. Lars Olsen Smith, the greatest seller 
of spirits in Sweden, and who has hitherto 
controlled the sale of more than three-fourths 
of the brandy consumed in that Kingdom, 
has contributed a paper to the Pall Mall Ga- 
nette, entitled ‘‘ How to Control the Drink 
Traffic,” which is of extraordinary interest, 
as it comes from a man who has devoted his 
life to the manufacture and sale of spirits to 
such an extent that he was taxed upon $25v,- 
000 of annual profits, 

The “‘ brandy king” of Sweden, as he was 
called, was led to his investigation of the 
proposed reform by the reflection that he was 
the cause of three-fourths of the deaths of 
those who perish by drink in Sweden every 
year. He first studied to see what it was 
that caused so much suffering, and became 
convinced that the chief cause of alcoholism 
was not the consumption of alcohol so much as 
the consumption of the fusel-oil which it con- 
tains.” He then instituted experiments to 
ascertain whether fusel-oil was detrimental to 
human life, with the result that alcohol with- 
out fusel-oil, or pure ethyl alcohol, was found 
to be comparatively harmless, and alcohol 
with fusel-oll, or amyl alcohol, extremely 
poisonous, In this connection he says:

But this 
expensive bureau of the Treasury Depart- 
ment is supported by the deluded taxpayer 
in the belief that in some way he is to ‘be 
protected by the efforts of the Examiners 
from the occurrence of the casualties that re- 
sult in the exhibition of the maimed and ex- 
tinct remains of banks that are now so 
prominent and disagreeable a feature in the 
financial landscape. Let the Senate cross- 
examine the Bank-Examiners on this point, 
and let it be a very cross examination. 

And why, with Controllers of the Currency, 
and grand juries, and United States District- 
Attorneys, are thieving capitalists permitted 
by the authorities, who are handsomely paid 
by. the people of this country so to adminis- 
ter the National-bank system as to protect 
legitimate business and other interests, to 
use the money of the banks for all sorts of 
Wall street speculations and for private pec- 
ulations ?. They do these outrageous things 
without fear and without reproach from 
these official guardians of the public. There 
is no end to the energy with which a little 
band of weak counterfeiters will be hunted 
into the penitentiary by the Treasuty; but 
who has ever heard of a rich philanthropist 
bank President being put behind the bars by 
its efforts ? The Currency Department knows 
perfectly well that the laws of Congress with 
regard to the certification of checks are vio- 
lated every day by powerful men in New 
York, but it does nothing to arrest the evil. 
The members of Congress know it well 
enough, and they know that that criminal 
practice is one of the causes of the late finan- 
cial embarrassment in Wall street, but they 
have nothing to proposé except a windy in- 
vestigation ” of that which needs no investi- 
gation. If they were really in earnest about 
this matter Congress would at once instruct 
the proper authorities to move for the im- 
peachment of the officials who have allowed 
this disgraceful state of things to go so far on 
the road to ruin. | |
